Astr id, 29 year old q u ee n of 
the Belgians, was killed instan tly in 
an automobile accident near here to­ 
day, and King Leopold 111,, w h o w a s 
Hi- driving the ear, wa s slightly injured. 
S w in g in g along the wet pave me nt by 
lh© shore of L ik e Lucerne, King L e o ­ 
pold suddenly lost control of the car. 
Ii careened into a tree, cru sh in g the 
Q u e en ’s head against the trunk. 
Leopold suffered slight cuts about 
the head. 
Queen Ast rid,

mother. 
T he y already had o n e son 
and 
o n e 
daughter. 
Vacationing here, they started out 
on a gay drive from Kussnai bt, a r e ­ 
sort on a small bay nine miles from 
Lucerne. A sil id sat beside Leopold in 
the front seat, with a chauffeur in the 
rear. 
The death of the youn g Queen, wlio 
w a s a S w ed is h princ ess, was the s e c ­ 
ond tragedy in the Belgian royal f a m ­ 
ily in less than two years. ( limbing 
a l o n e in the A rd en n es Mountains on 
February 
17, 1934, Albert, war tim e 
king of Ute Belgi ans , plunged to his 
death. 
It w a s just i s m o n t h s ago, I .co pol d ’n 
father, Hie late King Albert, fell to his 
death wh ile cl im b in g a mountain peak 
in a ra ng e of the Ar de nn es mountains, 
known as the M ars hs des Dames. 
As 
with his d au ght er- in -law , death came 
suddenly and accidentally. 
The grief 
Europ e fell with the loss of B e lg iu m ’s 
war tim e king, flamed ane w with the 
loss of the you n g Queen, whose d e m o ­ 
c r a t i c d e m e a n o r and 
flashing 
s m ile 
had endeared h e r to th e nation w h i c h 
be cam e liers by m a r r i a g e arid a d o p ­ 
tion. 
King Leopold himself, wh o was dr iv ­ 
ing th e c a r w h e n th e ac cident o c c u r r e d 
a l o n g a slippery r u in - co a te d road, a p ­ 
parently wa s seriou sly injured. 
T h e 
King w a s rushed to a hospital where 
prelimina ry e x a m in ation s indicated he 
suffered a fr acture of the jaw, H e was 
hurled with the Queen from the scat 
of the low slung powerful car which, 
after car een in g a cro s s the road, ( rush­ 
ed 
head-on 
into 
a 
tree 
and 
then 
plu nged into the Wall i s Of Lake L u ­ 
zerne. 
T h e body of the young Queen has 
been rushed to Hamlet near Luzerne 
where, for the past few weeks, the 
royal couple had been vacationing. 
Ills head sw at he d in bandages and 
still dazed by t he tragedy, King Le o 
pold ixjre up bravely, but the eno rm ity 
of the tragedy, following so sw if tly 
after the loss o f bis father, ob viou sly 
affected him.

I he other is to make votes by selling 
the masses the idea that oidy in this way can the New Deal 
pluck the rich for the benefit of the poor. I be Supreme Court 
will be held up as a creature of the capitalistic system. 
I Ins means that about next I )ecember or January the is- j 
sues will be outlined for the next I ’residential campaign. Using 
the constitutional argument, the expenditure of billions of 
government money in various states and an enormous payroll, 
the New Deal Brain Trusters figure they will be invinc ible. 
Even the danger of death or incapacity on the part of the 
President wotdd not interfere seriously with their plans. Mr. 
Roosevelt would br given the power to name his successor, 
and this successor would have tin* power to name his successor. 
This would give the United States a Mussolini.

Here the principal aim sought is greater power to borrow 
and spend. Under the present constitution the state’s borrow 
ing power is limited to one million dollars. I his safeguard is 
to be wiped out. I he purpose of the New Dealers is to get their 
hands on the treasury. With unlimited money to distribute 
they can control the electorate. 
I hey can perpetuate their 
power. 
Fortunately the voters of this state can upset this plan, 
so far as the Pennsylvania constitution is concerned, at the 
primaries on the 17th of next month. 
lo the people will be 
submitted, at that election, the question of whi ther they shall 
or shall not change constitutions. Many specious pleas will In* 
advanced as to why we should make the change. Voters should 
beware of them. 
The present state constitution may not be perfect, but we 
have a lurking suspicion that thr interests of the people are 
safer under it than they would be under any new one which 
might be adopted while the country is swamped under a wave 
of socialistic emotionalism. 
Better play safe and vote against a change in the state 
constitution. Insofar as changing the federal constitution is 
concerned, it is going to be a tough job to get 36 states to sur­ 
render their sovereign rights to the government in Washing 
ton— and it will take 36 states to put it across.
